PHOENIX Ariz., Jan, 10,—James 
Sayer, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, received the State 
Hunger March Committee and ac- 
cepted their demands for State Soc- 
ial Unemployment Insurance.

After well planned and prepared 
military arrangements Japanese 
forces attacked and took Shank- 
haikwan. 5000 Japanese troops, 3 
warships and 7 bombing planes 
took part in the attack. Shanghaik- 
wan was destroyed by shell fire 
and flames. Over 2500 Chinese, 
mostly civilians, were killed in the 
attack. The attack has only begun 
in this sector. More troops and 
military planes are being rushed 
there. Ten warships are already 
in the water between Chinwangtao 
and Shanghaikwan. All warships 
at the Sasebo naval base are order- 
ed to be in readiness for immediate 
action. 

From all this it is clear that 
Japanese imperialism is beginning 
to invade Jehol (General Muto, Jap- 
anese Military Dictator of Manchu- 
ria stated that Jehol “is destined to 
become an important province of 
the new state of ‘Manchukuo’ ”), 
and go further into North China, 
including the cities of Peiping and 
Tientsin.

Bosses Fail to Convict Workers for Second 


Time; Strike 


Ranks Solid. 


VACAVILLE, Cal., Jan. 12.—The 
second trial of the Vacaville strik- 
ers ended again in a victory for 
the workers. A jury, whose selec- 
tion took one and one half days, 
brought in a verdict of not guilty 
for John Melgar and A. Espinosa 
and could not agree on a verdict 
for Robert and James Melgar after 
5 hours deliberation. 

The militant atmosphere which 
prevailed in the court-room was 
much intensified by the arrival of 
100 Hunger Marchers who had just 
returned from Sacramento. 

The district attorney and Buck 
and Co., who control the Valley, 
are determined to finally convict 
the strikers. The date for the new 
trial of the two Melgar brothers 
will be set in the near future. 

Donald Bingham, one of the first 
strikers to be arrested and now out 
on $5000 bail, furnished by the 
International Labor Defense, will 
go on trial at Fairfield on January 
19th. The people around Fairfield 
and Vacaville are taking an intense 
interest in this case. 

The I. L. D. is calling for a 
workers jury to attend this trial 
for the purpose of showing up the 
under-handed machinations of the 
Fruit Growers Association under 
the direction of Frank H, Buck, 
which led to the arrest of Bingham.

PARIS, France, January 12.—Japan has placed a new $8,000,000 
contract with a French firm for arms and munitions, the Agence Hcon- 
omic et Financiere reported today. It is further reported that secret 
shipments of war materials to the Far East had reached quantities 
sufficient for war on a large scale. 

It is no secret here that the U. S, government has been trying to 
track down the sources of arms shipments to determine the amount 
of war supplies sent to the Far East. Shipment have also been made 
to South America.

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THE HUNGER MARCH IS OVER 
WHAT NEXT? 


Four State Hunger Marches have already taken place. 
Even the capitalist press furnishes sufficient evidence that 
they were the biggest workers demonstrations yet seen 
in these states. They are the best examples of the tre- 
mendous growth in the struggle for Unemployment In- 
surance and Immediate Relief. 

They are the answers to the fake unemployment in- 
surance bills now being sponsored by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and to relief fakers in the ranks of the 
jobiess. 

Perhaps the best proof to discredit the lies of the 
capitalist press that the marches are only small groups 
of agitators without mass support is in the fact that when 
the delegations arrived at the capitols in place of tear gas 
and riot squads, they were greeted by “glad hand” me- 
thods. In California and Oregon special sessions of both 
houses were arranged. In Utah and Arizona special com- 
mitees were appointed to receive the marchers. In all ca- 
ses, at least promises were made to introduce the pro- 
posed demands and bills into the Legislatures. 

In California, while during last year’s Hunger March, 
water hose, gas bombs, arrests greeted the workers along 
the entire line, and in no case were the workers fed, this 
time they were fed and housed by the cities (except of 
course Los Angeles). The $255.00 collection made in 
the Legislature for the Hunger Marchers is another indica- 
tion of the policy. 


MILITANCY WILL FORCE GAINS 


They realize that behind the marches is a tremendous

movement which they so far failed to suppress. On the 
contrary it has increased several fold. 
They were compelled to give concessions. And they 


will continue to do so provided the tempo of struggle and 
intensity of organization marked by the marches continues. 

Now is the time to make the biggest relief gains yet 
made in these states. But they will only result from a 
network of Unemployed Councils and block committees 
immediately organized, beginning the fight on the basis 
of relief demands in every town, neighborhood, soup line, 
and charity job. Only that will prove to the bosses that 
the workers mean business and can not be so easily dis- 
posed of.

The Philippines Don’t Get Independence; Fake Freedoomr- 


Measure to Combat Workers and Peasants Revolt; 
Workers on the West Coast Must Join Fight: 
Against American Imperialism.

The passing of of the Phillipines 
Independence Bill by the House 
over the veto of Hoover means 
nothing whatever to the workers 
and farmers of this American col- 
ony, and the vote of 274 to 94 is 
only indicative of the relative 
strength of the two factions in 
Congress favoring Cuban sugar as 
opposed “to Philippine cane. 

The action of the Lame Ducks 
on this bill which, is passed, will 
give “freedom” to the Islands at 
the end of twelve years, is simply 
American Imperialist hypocrisy. 

British, Japanese and French 
shoot and make little pretense ab- 
out it, America uses forces when 
strong resistence is met, as in Nic- 
aragua, but mainly her policy as 
a “democracy” lies in intense econ- 
omic penetration and control. Every 
effort is made to retain this mask 
of altruism, for the benevolence is 
sweet with sugar and other plums 
of exploitation, and flavored with 
the gaining of military strongholds. 
Obviously this can be more ad- 
vantageous done with a colony 
than with a free people. 


STRIKES MAIN FACTOR 


But 1932 made desperately neces- 
gary the pretense of sometimes 
granting independence, so that now 
the chance to throw the blame of 
not allowing “freedom” on the 
Lame Duck Hoover is nothing short 
of golden. Since the Plenum of 
the Communist Party of the Phillip- 
ines last January a real revolu- 
tionary mass movement has been 
strongly uniting the workers and 
peasants, not behind the native be- 
trayers Quezon, Roxas, Osmena, 
Aguinaldo, etc., but in their own 
class interests to throw out not 
only imperialists but substitute for 
a local bourgeois rule a workers 
and farmers government. 

The workers, exploited to a de 
gree that must be seen to be fully 
realized, responded to this call with 
a force that kept the cables hot 
between Manila and the mainland. 
In July the farmers strike move 
ment for better conditions won 
many victories, particularly in Nue- 
va Ecija. In several villages the 
red flag waved.
